
The Emergency Food Assistance 

Program (TEFAP) 

 

In  accordance with federal law and U.S.             

Department of Agriculture policy, food banks are           

prohibited from discriminating  on the basis of race, 

color, national origin, sex, age, religion, political 

beliefs, or disability.  

What is it? 

The Emergency Food Assistance Program is the 

combined effort of the State of Maryland Depart-

ment of Human Resources and Frederick County 

Government.  Both entities  have a common inter-

est and goal of making emergency food resources  

available to families in Frederick County.  

How does it work? 

Frederick County is responsible for arranging the 

distribution of food provided by the State of Mary-

land Department of Human Resources to area food 

banks three times per year.  The food is delivered 

by volunteers from the Frederick County Farm Bu-

reau in January, May, and September of each year. 

Who participates? 

Eight (8) food banks currently operate within Fre-

derick County to distribute food to families in emer-

gency situations.  

Food assistance is available to any Frederick 

County resident who is in need.
